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THE  PRESTON  STORY 


Excerpts  from  letters  of  Mr.  F.  H.  Sunderland,  genealogist 
of  Howden,  East  Yorkshire,  England,  to  Nellie  P.  Lutes, 
Washington,  D.  C. 


July  27,  19501  Wm.  Preston  was  son  of  Adam  Preston 
and  Isabella  Braithwaite  and  not  descended  from  Sir  William 
de  Preston,  "Scotch  Nobleman. "  I  have  Yorkshire  records  of 
the  Preston  family  back  to  the  13th  century,  Sir  Adam  de 
Preston  knight  1258-65.  Roger,  son  of  Adam  de  Preston 
(another  Adam)  1250  -  Wm.  de  Preston  1363  and  many  more 
names  of  the  13th,  14th  and  15th  centuries  and  all  York¬ 
shire  men.  They  really  do  not  need  bolstering  up  by  a 
nebulous  lot  of  Scotch  Noblemen  or  Scotch  Barons.  They 
can  very  well  stand  on  their  own  feet.  I  have  sufficient 
documentary  evidence  that  William  Preston  was  of  Yorkshire 
stock. 


Aug.  15,  1950;  The  name  "Adam"  as  a  Christian  name 
is  found  in  the  family  as  early  as  1250,  when  Roger,  son 
of  Adam  de  Preston,  made  grant  of  a  certain  land  in  Gar- 
forth,  Yorkshire,  to  Godfreede  Ludham,  who  became  Arch¬ 
bishop  of  York  in  1258.  Another  ‘"Adam"  -  Sir  Adam  de 
Preston,  knight,  was  a  witness  to  this  grant.  That  Chris¬ 
tian  name  is  carried  on  by  the  Prestons  of  Giyglesevick, 
Yorkshire,  and  the  William  Preston  who  came  to  America 
and  lived  at  New  Haven,  Connecticut,  was  a  son  of  Adam 
Preston  of  Giyglesevick  and  was  baptised  in  the  Parish 
Church  1-28-1590-91, 

Frank  R.  Holmes  is  not  correct  and  I  can  find 
nothing  whatever  to  substantiate  Mary  Smith  Anderson  that 
the  Preston  family  descends  from  Lepphus  de  Preston. 

They  are  a  very  ancient  family  and  probably  took 
their  name  from  Preston  in  Lancashire,  They  are  found  in 
Yorkshire  from  early  times.  .  .  . 

Aug.  24,  1950;  .  .  .  Anyway  what  was  a  Baronetcy? 

It  was  what  one  bought  for  a  sum  to  help  a  king  to  carry- 
on  his  extravagant  living  and  to  put  in  his  own  pocket. 
Some  of  it  went  toward  settlement  of,  for  instance.  Nova 
Scotia  or  New  Scotland.

After  his  wife  Elizabeth*s  death,  William  married 
in  1635  Mary  Seabrook  --  who  was  born  about  1600,  the 
daughter  of  Robert  Seabrook. 

Shortly  after  his  second  marriage,  he  and  his  wife 
Mary  embarked  on  9-9-1635  in  the  "Truelove",  the  last  of 
the  17  ships  from  London  to  Boston  that  year,  taking  with 
them  his  four  youngest  children  by  his  first  wife. 

Edward  proceded  his  father  to  New  England,  coming 
in  the  ''Christian"  in  April  1635  when  in 
his  16th  year. 

Daniel  came  to  New  England  in  the  "Elizabeth"  with 
his  uncle  Edward  Sale  in  April  1635,  Daniel 
was  14  at  the  time,  was  made  a  freeman  in 
Dorchester,  Mass.  5-3-1665.  Died  10-10-1707.

William  Preston  located  first  at  Dorchester,  Mass, 
where  in  Feb.  1635/36  he  was  granted  three  acres  of  land. 
He  removed  to  New  Haven,  Conn,  in  time  to  be  among  the 
first  settlers  subscribing  to  Compact  in  1639. 

He  died  between  d ate  of  his  will  7-9-1647  and  Jan. 
1649,  when  his  estate  was  administered.

Letters  from  Ralph  W.  Thomas,  Curator  &  Librarian  of  New 
Haven  Colony  Historical  Society: 


9-7-1948:  Dear  Mrs.  Lutes:  The  Connecticut  Charter 

of  "Charter  Oak  fame"  was  granted  in  1662  to  the  Colony  by 
Charles  II  and  signed  only  in  his  name.  It  does,  however, 
name  the  li3t  of  officers  and  assistants  to  serve  as  His 
Majesty* s  government. 

In  Jan.  1638/39,  the  ’’Fundamental  Orders"  were  adopted 
by  the  three  towns  of  Windsor,  Hartford  and  Wethersf ield, 
setting  up  "one  public  State  or  Commonwealth. "  This 
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Constitution,  as  it  may  correctly  be  termed,  is  recognized 
as  the  first  democratic  constitution  ever  adopted. 

This  was  voted,  of  course,  and  not  signed  by  any 
particular  group. 

In  1638,  when  the  settlement  at  "Quinnipiac"  (later 
New  Haven)  was  founded,  the  company  formed  a  Social  Compact, 
mutually  promising:  "That  in  matters  that  concern  the 
gathering  and  ordering  of  a  church,  so  likewise  in  all 
public  offices,  which  concern  civil  order,  as  choice  of 
magistrates  and  officers,  making  and  repealing  of  laws, 
dividing  allotments  of  inheritance  and  all  things  of  like 
nature  ..."  This  was  the  only  form  of  civil  or  ecclesi¬ 
astical  organization  for  more  than  a  year.  This  plantation 
covenant  was  a  provisional  government. 


Sept.  14,  1948:  Dear  Mrs.  Lutes:  If  a  written 
record  of  the  "Social  Compact"  of  1638  was  made,  it  has  not 
survived,  or  has  not  come  to  light. 

William  Preston* s  name  first  appears  on  the  list  of 
"free  planters"  gathered  on  6-4-1639  "to  consult  about 
settling  civil  government."  This  is  the  earliest  existing 
record  of  the  Colony.  Preston* s  name  is  subscribed  to  the 
"fundamental  agreement,"  arrived  at  as  a  constitution  for 
the  Colony  at  that  meeting.  This  is  the  first  definite 
mention  we  have  of  him,  but  it  is  assumed  that  he  came  here, 
with  his  family,  with  the  original  company,  or  very  shortly 
after  the  settlement.  Records  of  the  division  of  lands  of 
1640  list  his  family  a s  10  persons. 

The  list  of  officers  etc.  designated  in  the  Connecticut 
Charter  are  as  follows:  "...  appoint  the  aforesaid  John 
Wintbrop  to  bee  the  first  and  present  Governour  of  the  said 
Company;  and  the  said  Samuell  Willis,  Mathew  Allen,  Nathan 
Gold,  Henry  Clerke,  Richard  Treat,  John  Ogden,  Thomas  Tappen, 
John  Talcott,  Thomas  Wells,  Henry  Woolcot,  Richard  Lord  and 
Daniell  Clerke  to  bee  the  Twelve  present  assistants  of  the 
said  Company.

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William  Preston  was  granted  91-1/2  acres  of  land  - 
his  home  lot  was  located  at  what  is  now  S.  E.  corner  of 
State  and  Chapel  Streets.  He  was  member  of  Colony  Court 
in  1645.

20^  is  all  she  can  demand. 

My  son  Edward,  I  give  him  in  the  same  lott  afore  mentioned, 

3  acers  of  ground  if  my  wife  see  it  may  be  a  benefit  to  him 
to  furthur  him  his  way  according  to  God  or  else  20^  is  all 
he  can  demand. 

To  my  son  Danvell,  I  give  20s  and  John'  is  to  have  20s  when 
he  comes  to  be  twenty  years  of  age,  and  I  give  to  my  daugh¬ 
ter  Mary  20^  to  be  paid  when  she  is  nineteen  years  of  age. 

And  for  the  where  the  time  of  payment  is  not  mentioned,  I 
leave  it  to  my  wife  when  she  can  conveniently  pay  it.  As 
for  Wm.  Meakers  wife  -  in  that  upon. her  marriage  and  since 
I  have  given  her  is  more  than  I  can  give  to  any  of  her 
brothers  or  sisters  yet  I  give  her  five  shillings.  As  for 
the  rest  of  my  estate  which  consists  in  house,  lands  and 
cattles,  moveable  goods  which  I  have  here  in  New  Haven  in 
New  England,  I  give  all  to  my  wife  for  the  bringing  up  of 
my  children  that  God  hath  given  me  by  her,  in  consideration 
she  was  a  means  to  bring  me  and  the  rest  to  New  England. 

I  have  an  estate  in  old  England,  and  for  part  of  my  house 
and  land  and  other  goods  given  by  my  father  to  my  elder 
brother  and  myself  wherein  a  foefment  of  law  calling  to 
council  and  left  in  the  hands  of  two  foefees  namely  Mr. 

William  Lawson  and  Mr.  William  Banks,  to  be  kept  in  trust 
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on  our  behalf  when  we  should  demand  it  our  selves,  heires, 
executor,  administrators  or  assigns,  lying  in  Yorkshire 
in  a  town  called  Giglesweke  in  Craven.  This  land  and 
goods,  what  is  of  it,  to  be  divided  into  four  parts  to 
be  equally  divided  amongst  the  children  I  had  by  my 
former  wife,  as  Danlell,  Edward  and  John  Preston  and  my 
daughters  Elizabeth,  Sarah  and  Mary,  and  the  fourth  part 
I  give  to  my  wife,  and  for  my  son  John  I  leave  him  in 
the  hands  of  Brother  Roger  Allen  and  Brother  Thomas  Munson 
to  place  where  they  two  shall  think  good  to  dispose  of 
him,  to  such  a  calling  either  by  land  or  sea,  as  he  shall 
like  his  calling  and  masters*

At  Preston  Place,  Beverly  Farms,  11  Inst*,  Mr*  Benjamin 
Pre3tcn,  Jr,  -  age  79  -  oldest  survivor  of  that  name  in  town 
and  a  worthy  descendant  of  some  of  the  early  settlors,  passed 
away* 

iiis  grandfather  was  Nehemlah  Jr,,  son  of  Neheniiah  Sr., 
who  was  the  son  of  William  and  Priscilla  Preston,  the  earliest 
of  the  name  In  Loverly. 

his  mother  was  Thankful  Larcom,  daughter  of  L&vid  Lar- 
com  and  Lucy  Downing,  who  were  married  in  1723.  Said  David 
being  son  of  Cornelius  Larcom  and  Abigail  Balch  who  married 
In  16dl  and  were  earliest  Lorcom  families  In  Loverly, 

Abigail  Balch  was  daughter  of  Benjamin,  son  of  John 
balch,  who  was  of  Cape  Ann  1625,  Salem  1626  and  Beverly  1C43. 

The  paternal  grandmother  of  the  deceased  was  Annis 
(Agnes),  dau:jhter  of  John  Bradford  and  Annis  Lovett,  who 
married  In  1717.  Said  John  being  the  son  of  William  B.  and 
Rachel  Payment  who  married  in  1676  and  which  William  died 
6-15-1717,  aged  about  78  and  may  have  been  brother  to  Robert 
Bradford  who  died  1-13-1707,  age  about  80. 

Annis  Lovott  v^as  daughter  of  Simond  Lovett  and  Agnes 
Shetland  who  married  in  1680.  Said  Simond  being  son  of  John 
Senior  and  &ary  L.  the  first  of  that  name  in  this  vicinity. 
Said  John  hr.  died  11-5-1688,  age  76  and  said  John  Jr.  died 
9-10-1727,  age  91. 

Rachel  Payment  aforesaid  was  daughter  of  John  and  his 
wife  Rachel  who  was  daughter  of  Thomas  Scruggs,  one  of  the 
earliest  selectmen,  representative,  etc,  of  Salem  and  after¬ 
wards  proscribed  as  a  follower  of  Ann  Hutchinson,  Said  John 
Raymont  d,  1-18-1703,  aged  about  87.  lie  is  believed  to  have 
been  older  brother  of'  Capt.  William  Payment  who  d,  1-29-1700. 
There  was  a  Rachel  Payment  and  a  Judioth  R.  of  Salem  u  of  ore 
1637.  He  was  styled  a  mariner  and  had  eight  children  — 
baptised  from  1637-1653.
